four members of the train crew. 


The dynamite had been placed in a 
switch frog and the full force of the ex- 
plosion caught the engine immediately 
on the front of the cab, which was shat- 
tered as though it had been an eggshell. 

Engineer Charles Nelson and Fireman 
Patrick Walsh were hurled high into 
the air, alighting in a ditch. They are 
seriously injured. 
the crew fell beside the tracks, cut and 
bruised by ore and splinters. 

The explosion was heard for miles. 
Physicians hurried to the scene and at- 
tended to the injured trainmen. The 
engineer and fireman were brought to 
this city. 

The ore train was an “extra,” run- 
ning ahead of the mail train. It was 
inaking high speed when the explosion’ 
occurred. The authorities declare theré is 
little doubt that the dynamite was 
meant for the mail train, but they have 
no clew to the identity of the men who 
placed the explosive on the track.

First Official Act Is to Bar Pro- 
posed Street Fair in 
New Town. 


E. G. Lewis, who organized and es- 
tablished the People’s United States 
Bank, the mail of which was stopped 
by Federal action, proposes to carry 
out one of his cherished dreams as 
Mayor of University City, which was 
incorporated Tuesday by the Ctrcuit 
Court at Clayton. 

His “pipe dream,” as he character- 
izes it himself, is to have the 1400 


acres of University Heights controlled 
by one real estate company, to be or- 
ganized by him, which will lay out 
the streets on a uniform plan and en- 
deavor to create a model residence 
city. 

“The incorporation of University 
City,’ the Mayor said Wednesday, “is 
for the purpose of page i one of 
my ‘pipe dreams’ into a reality. Ten 
years ago I had an idea for organiz- 
ing a company to lay out a residence 
city. Three years ago when I found 
this section a cow pasture, I decided 
that it was the place for the carrying 
out of the idea. With incorporation 
accomplished the plan is to make 
University City the finest residence 
district in St. Louis and one of the 
finest in the United States. 

“A sewer system, to follow the lines 
of natural drainage, can easily be in- 
stalled. The locality is nearer 
business section than the best 
dence districts of other cities. 

Model Residence District. 

“The plan is for one real estate 
company to be formed by#me to get 
control of all the 1400 acres of ground 
in University City, 80 as to carry 
out one general plan of develo”ment. 

“There are to’be no banks and no

mercantile houses of any kind except) 


that a block near Delmar Gardeén will be 
reserved for drug stores and barber 
shops and such necessary lines of busi- 
ness.

‘She Says Twice a Detective 


Made Her Go to Stations 
for Questioning 


Mrs. Minnie Hilbert of 105 North 
Channing avenue says that she has been 

a state of nervous collapse since the 
action of the police following the death 
of Frank A. Aston, a boarder at her 
house. who died under peculiar circum- 
stances while being removed to the 
Deaconess Hospital last Friday. 

Mrs. Hilbert told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday that Aston, who was 
a doorkeeper at the Young Men's © hris- 
tian Association, had been a boarder 
with her for five years and was an 


Englishman by birth. 

“Last Tuesday night,” said Mrs. Hil- 
bert, “he was taken sick with an ap~ 
parently very severe attack of acute 
indigestion and all efforts on my part 
a3 na he part of other friends of his in 
thie house failed to relieve him. 
“Reulizing his condition was becom- 
ing serious, 1 appealed to Policeman 
John Young to assist in procuring aid, 
but he said the case was out of his dis- 
trict. Policeman McCoy, whose assist- 
ance I asked, said that the case was 
not on his beat and that 1 had better 
summon medical aid myself. 

“I then summoned Dr. Charles Dela- 
bar and William C. Contherers, and, 
tugether with a nonpracticing physi- 
cian, R. C. Crowther, who is staying in 
the Sea By all efforts to alleviate Mr. 
Aston’s pati were made. 

“His co ndition, however, grew rapid- 
lv worse and an ambulance was called 
and he was hurried to the Deaconess 
Hospital, dying on the way. This was 
about 5 o'clock in the afternoon, 

Called to Police Station. 

“About 11 o'clock what 1 supposed 
was a private detective by the name 
of Von Mockler called at the house and 
informed nie that 1 would have to go 
to the Kwing Avenue Police Station. 
This I was compelled to do, and I was 
forced to. walk, although I offered to 
pay my way. At the station I was sub- 
mitted to a most severe sweating by an 
official, who I suppose was the Chief, 
who accused me of being in love with 
Aston and wanted to know if I had not 
had a quarrel just before the attack 
which brought on his death occurred. 

‘“‘He also intimated to me that he knew 
that Aston carried a large amount of 
life. insurance and that I might possi- 
bly be a beneficiary thereby. 

“IT have been living at my present 
abode for 13 years, own the property I 
live in and my parents lived here before 
me, and I cannot gy « but think that 
my treatment at the hands of the po- 
lice in this matter has been most se- 
vere and outrageous. 

“Not satisfied with my statement at 
the station the first time, I had hardly 
retired before I was dragged out of bed 
and, only scantily dressed, dragged down 
to the station a second time on the pre- 
tense given by the officer that the Chief 
was not satisfied with my statement. 

“Again I was put through a severe 
wen ee and after that left to get home

Suit of Client Against Lawyer 
Contradicts President Beggs’ 
Statement,

Verdict for $9000 Paid, but the 
Victor Got Only 
$1610. 


A suit in the Circuit Court reveals 
that the United Railways Co. has paid 
one substantial judgment against the 
St. Louis Transit Co. in spite of 
declarations of President Beggs and 
other officials of the United Railways 
Co. that the company is not respon- 
sible for the obligations of its pre- 
decessor. 

The judgment paid was for $9600. It 
Was obtained by Ernst Beier Dec. 23, 
1903,.yon account of personal injuries 
received Dec. 21, 1901, when the lines 
were being operated. by the Transit 
company. It was appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, which affirmed the 
judgment June 9 last, and overruled 
a motion for a rehearing June 19. 

Beier assigned the judgment to the 
United Railways Co. and that com- 
pany paid it June 21 with interest. 

The suit which reveals the payment 
was filed in the Circuit Court Tuesday 
afternoon by Beier against Adolph R. 
Grund, one of his attorneys. It is for 
$4000, part of the judgment money re- 
tained by Grund for his services. 

Beler states that he employed a law- 
yer, whose name he does not give, to 
bring the suit, and agreed that he 
should have 40 per cent of the amount 
realized. While the appeal was pending 
Grund was also employed. His work 
was to collect the judgment that had 
been won by the other attorney. 


Injured Got $1610. 


The United Railways Co. paid the 
money to the other attorney. He paid 
200 to doctors, retained $4140 as his fee 
and turned over $5610 to Grund. The 
latter paid $400 to another doctor, kept 
$4000 as his fee and sent $1610 to Beier. 

Grund says he has a written contract 
with Beier, under which he was to re- 
ceive 40 fer cent of the amount of the 
judgment, but out of pure generosity he 
threw off 10 per cent and only retained 
30 per cent. 

Grund says he did not want to take 
the case, but finally

i TWO POLICIES. 


Asa pendant to the great naval display at Oyster 
Bay comes the report that the Dreadnought, the 


_ greatest fighting vessel in the English navy and in 
os ¢ world, is defective in construction and does not 


} up to her theoretical strength. 
eeVnly seven months ago the huge vessel was 
bunched. She was put in commission last week 


and, worse, printed, proving that Riley is a greater 
poet than James B. Elmore, and vice versa. 

It is sad. The poets of Indiana have hitherto 
sung the praise of one another so sweetly that the 
atmosphere palpitated with the vibrations of har- 
mony. They were all good poets, and until this un- 





fortunate outbreak there was no question of the 
best. But now all is changed. This great con- 
troversy will lead to discord, confusion and tumult 
in the ‘land of song, in the State where a poet grows 
on every bush. And all because good poets cannot 
be content with equality, but each wants to be 
considered the best. 

There is only one way to settle it—by popular 
vote. Who is the greatest poet in Indiana—Riley, 
Elmore or a dark horse? With a full vote and a 
fair count the question can be amicably settled to 
everybody’s satisfaction. 
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George Fred Williams says Mr. Bryan is the prince 
of idealists. Mr. Williams has uttered what is 
probably the atrongest argument against the Ne- 
braskan as a candidate. Practical advantage, not 
a higher life according to a Juminous ideal, is what 
the American voter wants. 
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STATEHOOD UNDER CONSTITUTION, 

The only se*tions of the Federal Constitution which 
ean be alleged to give the United States Government 
a shadow of authority to form or to license corpora- 
tions to do business in the States, are the General 
Welfare clause and the clause giving the Federal 
Government the right to regulate commerce among 
the Siates. 

The formation of a corporation may result in com- 
merce as may the birth of a child. But the makers 
of the Constitution no more thought of giving the 
Federal Government power to create corporations 
to do interstate business than they thought of giving 
it power to regulate births in the States on the 
ground that every man who is born in any State is 
almost ‘certain to become a factor in interstate com- 
merce if he lives long enough. 

As nearly all corporations formed to do business 
under State laws are likely to do more or less busi- 
ness in adjoining States, complete Federal control of 
such corporations, whether by original creation or by 
license, would mean the complete revolution of the 
American system of equal States, united for co- 
operation only and not for control by an absolute 
Federal Government. Missouri under such a sys- 
tem might still control its own barber shops and the 
like, but so long as general business is carried on 4s 
it is now, it would be compelled to give up the con- 
trol of its general business to Washington. 

As slavery was abolished under the “General Wel- 
fare clause,” so those who advocate such revolutions 
as this, might claim that clause as authority. The 
Constitution itself contemplates revolutions as pos- 
sibly beneficial. But it provides a method of reach- 
ing them openly and lawfully by a change of system. 

Whenever the American people are ready to revo- 
lutionize the system completely, they can ‘change 
the Constitution or abolish it. In the meantime, Mis- 
souri will keep its Statehood under the Constitution. 
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If Secretary Root has succeeded in bindirig the 
South American States to us, may we not hope for 
something a little better for our South American 
trade? ; \ 
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SPELLING BY EXECUTIVE ORDER. 

People who are not well supplied with a sense of 
humor are taking Mr. Roosevelt’s spelling order too 
seriously. 

The President of the United States has no power 
or authority to fix the orthography of the English 
language in America. Those terrified persons who 
imagine such things can be regulated by executive 
order are deceived. 

Mr. Roosevelt has directed the public printer to 
adopt the spelling recommended by the Spelling Re- 
form Board in all State papers which come from 
the White House. He cannot change the spelling of 
the Congressional Record, the transactions and opin- 


ions of the courts or the usage of private persons. It 


is doubtful if he can alter the spelling of papers 
coming from the executive departments. 

The new spellings number less than 200. Most of 
the 300 words in the list pub?ished are already re- 
formed. Many of them have been spelled as recom- 
mended by the board for at least fifty years. The 
blue-covered spelling book is not obsolete and not 
likely to be for a long time to come.

An Eggshell Yacht. 

The yacht shown in this picture can 
be made from an empty eggshell, a few 
sticks and some tissue paper. Empty an 
eggshell by boring a small hole in each 
end of it with a sharp blade of a pen- 
knife and then blow out its contents 
with your mouth.

} holes with sealing wax and attach to it 


a keel made of coins fastened together 


with sealing wax. Unless otherwise 
specified, make al] fastenings with seal- 
ing wax. 

Now whittle out two delicate sticks 
for mast and topmast, one 10 inches in 
length, the other seven inches, and join 
them. together. Whittle out another 








stick 12 inches in length for the gaff;

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PUBLIC SCHOOL HAS 
64,371 PUPILS ON 
THE OPENING DAY

The public schools of St. Louis settled 
down for their year’s work Wednesday 
with an attendance of 64,371, an increase 
of 558 on the attendance on the opening 
day of 1905. 

Every child that attends the public 
schools must now spend five hours every 
day, except Saturday and Sunday, in 
the school room. With the compulsory 
aitendance law in force, every child un- 





der 14, who does not attend a private 
or parochial school, must attend the 
public schools. The pupil appears for 
work at 9a.m. At 10:30 a. m. he takes 
&® recess of 15 minutes. At 12, noon, 


work 
work 


and 10 minutes and at 3:25 his 
is finished except the home 
he must do to prepare for the next day 
in the school room, 
How Time Is Spent. 

To take, as an example, the 10-year- 
old boy, his 25 hours a week are devoted 
to the following studies: Sinsing, 
minutes; Arithmatic, £ hours and 30 
minutes, technical music, # minutes; 
reading, 2 hours and 30 minutes; gram- 
mar, 1 hour; writing, 2 hocrs; nature 
study, 30 minutes; ethics, W minutes; 
calisthenics, 50 minutes; drawing, 1 
hour and 30 minutes; spelling, 2 hours 
and 30 minutes. This sums up 16 hours. 
The other nine hours are devoted to 
written work or to study by one class 
while another class recites. Each room 
in the public schools contains two class- 
es, very slightly separated in grade. 
Boys and girls take the same studies at 
the same time. 
The pupils in the higher grades of the 
schools, while pursuing the same stud- 
ies, have in addition two hours a week 
of laboratory work. The giris are giv- 
en insiruction In cooking and ‘‘domestic 
science,’’ while the boys receive manual 
training, which is instruction in the use 
of tools of all kinds. 
The cost per pupil of public education 
has increased very markedly during the 

st decade. During the year beginning 
n September, 1895, the per capita cost 
wus $18.02; in 1895 it was $18.91; in 189/, 
° , $19.29; in 1899, $18.92; in 


cation. 
$27.39—is obtained by dividing the ‘‘total 
cost of maintenance of the schools ex- 
clusive of repairs and reconstruction’ 
for the year ending June 38), 1906, as 
stated by Auditor Mason—$1,763,660.22-— 
by the attendance-—#,87l—on the first 
day of the current year. 
Soldan Explains Increase. 

“This higher per capita cost,” says 
Supt Soldan, “is due to the increased 
benefits the pupils receive. The schools 
are safer, more sanitary and more com- 
fortable. The teachers are better paid 
and each teacher has a smaller number 
of pupils than ho had 10 years ago, so 
that each pupil revelves more of the 
teacher’s attention.” 

Although the cost of new buildings is 
not included in figuring the per capita 
cost, the improvements and increased 
facilities in these naturally tncreased 
their cost of maintenance. It is this 
maintenance cost that is considered in 
fixing the per capita cost. 

AN the new school buildings are fire- 
roof,”’ sald Mr. Soldan. ‘Their plumb- 
ng is sanitarg and emergency retiring 
rooms are supplied on every floor, a

convenience not deemed practicable 10 
years ago. Al! the new schools have 
concrete floored recreation rooms in the 
basement where children may take 
their recéss in inclement weather. For- 
merly children were ueprived of their 
recess in inclement weather. 

“In all the new schools artificial ven- 
tilation systems are installed. Fans 
force into the schoolrooms 1500 cubic 
feet of fresh air per nupil every hour 
and headaches due to foul uir are un- 
known.. Formerly windows were 
opened to get ventilation, 

“In the new schools the pupil’s life 
and limb are safeguarded in case of fire 
or panic by two iron stairways from 7 
to 10 feet wide, where 10 years ago there 
was one wooden stairway not over four 
feet wide. The new buildings are only 
(wo stories high instead of three as 
formerly. 

“In the new schools the light comes 
over the left shoulder of the pupil and is 
sufficient in intensity: Formerly it came 
from two directions so that the pupil 
either faced the light or had it at his 
back. This defect injured many a pair 
of eyes in the old days. 

‘Another benefit ‘which increases the 
per capita cost of instruction {ts free 
books in the four lower grades. In these 
four grades the foundation is laid. These 
grades have the largest number of 
children and they are to a great ex- 
tent children of parents to whom the 
cost of text books and school material 
is a consideration. 

“Where formerly St. Louis had but 
one high school the city now has two 
and a Teachers’ College. This increases 
the per capita cost. 

“The reduction in the number of chil- 
dren taught by each teacher has great- 
ly increased the per capita cost of in- 
Struction.

Her husband, Frank Resch, was 
Standing under a tree a few feet away, 
and saw his wife fail when the two- 
pound piece of concrete struck her on 
the forehead. 

He ran to her and carried her into the 
house, where she died a few minutes 
later in his arms. 

Edward Brown of 8524 North Broad- 
way, a shot firer, and Herfhan A. 
Bankes 814 McLaren avenue, as- 
sistant, in charge of wrecking the con- 
demned wall of the basin, were arrested 
and are held for the Coroner. Bankes 
is said to have been at home at the 
time of the blast. 

Mrs. Resch was returning home from 
the home of William Hustead and had 
just met her husband, who was return- 
ing from work, when a warning note 
from a whistle told them that a blast 
was about to be fired in the basin. 

They turned into John Slack’s home 
for shelter. Mrs. Resch ran up on the 
porch, while Resch stepped beneath a 
tree. 

There was an explosion of 10 charges 
of dynamite, followed by a hail of 
Stones. These broke down the fence 
around a house nearer the basin. The 
fragment which killed Mrs. Resch was 
smaller. 

Rain of Concrete Two Days. 

The blasting was in the north wall of 
the new basin at Baden, which is to re- 
ceive the new flow-line from the Chain 
of Rocks. The wall was forced out of 
position 15 feet by a cave-in of earth 
and was ordered removed and rebulit. 

The blast was composed of one stick 
of dynamite, divided into 10 charges.

Residents of the immediate neighbor- 
hood near the basin say that, since the 
blasting began Friday, 200 feet sur- 
rounding the basin has been showered 
with conrete.

This turn in the affairs of the com- 
pany is only one of the many sensations 
expected to develop in connection with 
the failure, which, it is estimated, will 
exceed $10,000,000 before the receiver fin- 
ishes his investigation. 

Fraud Is Alleged. 

The affidavits accompanying the war- 
rants were sworn by Walter C, 
Browning, a depositor and.creditor of 
the Real Estate Trust Co. They aver 
that Segal, North and Collingwood, 
with Frank K. Hipple, the president of 
the company who committed — suicide, 
and other unknown persons, defrauded 
the trust company ‘“‘out of many mil- 
lions of dollars,’ and that they fraud- 
ulently applied the money to their own 
use.

FOES BLAMED FOR 
MURISCHES FIRE 


Well-Known Siseet | Destroyed 
by Flames Earlf Wednes- 
day Morning. 





JUSTICE SAVES BOOKS 





Loss Placed at About $3500, 
Including Money in Mor- 
ische’s Pocket. 





Fire at 3 a. m. Wednesday, believed 
to have been of incendiary origin, de- 
Stroyed the building in Morische’s 
Grove, University City, which contained 
W. D. Mborische’s saloon and dance 
hall, well known for years as a pleasure 
resort, and the courtroom where Justice 
of the Peace Campbell presided. Six 
large maple trees were burned down and 
others were scorched. All of Morische’s 
property was consumed, but Judge 
Campbell saved the court fixtures and 
moved them across the road to G. M. 
Sapper’s blacksmith shop, where he 
will hold court temporarily. 

Morische’s estimated loss is $2000 on 
the building and $1000 on furniture, with 
no insurance. Morische says he will re- 
build at once. 

The pavilion closed shortly after mid- 
night and Morische went away. Janitor 
James Barker was'\left: alone and re- 
tired. About 2 a. m. Morische returned 
and asked Barker if he would have a 
drink. While they were enjoying a 
drink upstairs, they smelled smoke and, 
going to the stairs, found them in 
flames at. the lower end. 

Escape by that route was impossible, 
so Morische and Barker climbed out of 
a window onto a porch and to the 
ground. ‘Shey went around to the east 
side of the building and entered the 
courtroom. From a hole in the plaster 
in the wall between the courtroom and 
the saloon smoke was issuing and an 
instant later flames burst forth from

The men attempted to fight the fire 
with pails of water, but in vain. Some- 
one notified the St. Louis fire depart- 
iInent and an engine and ladder wagon 
responded, but could do nothing owing 
to lack of water. Judge Campbell, liv- 
ing a block away, was aroused and 
worked industriously saving court prop- 
erty. 

Ballding Burned Rapidly. 

The building was all ablaze in twenty 
minutes from the time its owner first 
smelled smoke, and there was little for 
anyone to do but to watch the flames 
and try to save the trees. Morische 
thinks the dance hall micht have been 
saved if it had received his attention 
first. As it is. the building is a com- 
plete ruin. Morische lost $235 in cash, 
which was in his coat, left in the build- 
ing. Barker, who made his escape in 
scant attire, mourns the loss of prac- 
tically all his clothes. 

“This fire serves as a* proof of the 
necessity that existed of incorporating 
University City,” said one of the newly 
made city officials Wednesday morning. 
“Our vicinity has been without fire pro- 
tection, but inside of a year we expect 
to have an engine house and complete 
fire-fighting outfit.’ 

Morische’s Grove has had many ene- 
mies, and the theaery is advanced that 
some of them entered thé building 
through 2a door left unlocked at night 
vend started the fire in the cellar.
